Amnesty I n terna t i ona 1 calls your attention to two cases of particular 
concern. 


1) Alicia Beatriz Wieland Zeol i . an adopted prisoner of Al,was 

arrested in a group of 19 persons on 11 November 1975. 

Only two persons of this group are reported alive today. 

Alicia Wieland Zeol i was illegally transferred to Cordoba 
Penitentiary from Villa Devoto Prison at the beginning of 
June, allegedly for security reasons, and is now reported 
d i sappeared. ( She was granted a visa by the Austrian Govern- 
men t during 1 977 . ) 

2) Humberto Primo Pollano, was arrested at h i £ home in La Rioja, 

on October 1,1977 by military forces. Allegedly beaten and 
tortured at the time of arrest, he was placed in detention 
at Penal Carcel Modelo de la Rioja , where he remains incommuni- 
cado") Age 62, Srj Pol 1 ano Ts in poor physical condition as 
he suffers from bronchial asthma, a chronic gall bladder 
condition and a pos t- tubercul ar pulmonary condition, which 
had forced his early retirement years ago. Although he is 
permitted no visitors, his wife is allowed to bring food 
and prescription medicines to the prison twice weekly. 

From 1947 to 1950 Sr Pollano held the position of 
Director of the Department of Labor and Social Security 
for the province of Jujuy. For health reasons he was transferred 
to La Rioja where he held a teaching position at the National 
\lndustrial School. Amnesty International urges that he be 
released on humanitarian grounds in view of his precarious 
state of health, and that he be allowed to take advantage of 
a cons t i tu t i ona 1 right to opt for exile as an alternative to 
continued detention.
